UNITED STATES THIRD 
WORLD NAVAL POWERS. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) © 


ASHINGTON, Jan. 17.— How 
the United States ranked third 
among the world’s naval pow- 


ers at the beginning of the European 
war, when data on foreign fleets 
ceased to be available, is explained in 
a letter from Secretary Daniels, made 
public tonight by Representative 
Madden of Illinois. Mr. Madden had 
called attention to a statement by 
Representative Kitchin, the House 
majority leader, who in opposing the 
new navy p me, declared that 
the records showed the American 
fleet was superior to that of any 
nation except Great Britain. 

In reply the Secretary said that the 
strength of a modern navy could be 
estimated ‘only on the number of 
dreadnaughts, and that, according to 
the department's information, Great 
Britain had on August 14, 1914, forty- 
six dreadnaughts, Germany, twenty- 
eight; the United States, fourteen; 
France, thirteen, and Japan, eight. 
The United States now has nineteen 
dreadnaughts in commission, building 
or authorized, he added, but nothing 
is known as to what other powers 
have built or ordered since the war

SYSTEMATIC DEFENSE 
IS GARRISON’S PLEA. 


Secretary of War Advises the Bankers of New York that 
Opposition to the “Preparedness Programme” is Very 


Well Organized — Urges th 
cue of Their Own. 


e People to Come 


to the Res- 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


EW YORK, Jan. 17.—An appeal 
to the people of the United 
States to organize in support of 

& systematic national defense was 
voiced by Lindley M. Garrison, Secre- 
tary of War, in an address tonight 
at the annual banquet of Group 8 


of the New York State Bankers’ As- 
sociation. Group 8 is composed of 
the bankers of New York City. 

Secretary Garrison declared that the 
opposition to national defense is well 
organized and that unless the people 
of the country urge upon Congress 
that they desire adequate national de- 
fense, the present system, which the 
speaker said was “utterly inefficient,” 
would be retained. 

National defense, the Secretary 
stated, must rest upon national forces. 
Unity of responsibility, authority and 
control is the essential principle of all 
military affairs, he said. A real mili- 
tary policy, Secretary Garrison as- 
serted, must be continental in scope 
and the Federal government must be 
in authority. All proposals, he said, 
to build a military system for the 
United States upon the basis of State 
troops are proposals to continue a 
situation that is “illusory and not real, 
that is:a' sham and not substantial. 
that is a mockery and not honest.“ 

The Secretary said that while there 
is disagreement among military ex- 
perts as to the particular number of | 
troops needed, all views agree upon 
the essential principles that the troops 
should be national troops. There must 
be, he continued, a regular standing 
army and organized Federal troops 
subject to instant call. This, he said, 
has been called a continental army. 
In support of this principle, said the 
Secretary, there must be cohesive or- 
ganization to combat the elements sup. 
porting a system founded upon troops 
under State authority. 

TRACES AGITATION. 


After tracing the agitation, which 
led up to the formation of plans for 
national defense by the national ad- 
ministration, Secretary Garrison said: 


“The effect of the agitation of this/ t 


question was to bring it sharply home 
to the citizens. They demanded the 
adoption of a real military policy. 
Uniess they pursue that demand in- 
sistently and persistently until it has 
been enacted into law, their purpose 
will be thwarted. The opponents of 
the real national defense, although a 
small minority, are vigorous and vo- 
cal and very busy. 

“The opposition, although actuated 
by widely differing motives, is united 
in antagonism. The supporters of real 
national defense are divided and dis- 
persed and, therefore, ineffective. 
They are wasting their strength by 
fighting against each other over de- 
taille. Unless it is decided by legisla- 
tion that the nation shall raise, of- 
ficer, train and at all times control 
the national forces for national de- 
fense, all the other things that are 


“You cannot possibly have any mili- 
tary system worthy. of the name based 
upon forty-eight separate armies, 
operating under forty-eight separate 
States, raised, officered and trained 
under forty-eight separate command- 
ers-in-chiefs. And the suggestion that 
this hybrid, incoherent, utterly insuf- 
ficient system is turned into an effec- 
tive and trustworthy system by mere- 
ly providing that the men who go in- 
to the State organization must agree 
to serve the national government in 
time of war, is deceptive in the ex- 
treme. 

“That is our present system, or more 
properly’ speaking, lack of system. 
What is suggested is that the national 
government, which has the most am- 
ple power to raise, train and control 
national forces for national defense, 
shall not only refrain from exercis- 
ing this power but shall parcel it out 
to the forty-eight States of the Un- 
ion, and then buy back some meas- 
ure of authority and jurisdiction, 

“That this ineffective and dangerous 
result is more imminent than the ma- 
jority of people have any idea of, is 
what I have come here to say to you. 
Those whose self-interest and purpose 
ies along the line of diverting the 
public demand for real national de- 
fense and securing this sham policy, 
are energetic and active to procure 
just that result. Their announced and 
declared purpose is to add a few 
thousand men to the existing organi- 
zations of the regular army, to pass 
the militia pay bill to stop there. 

“If that is all that the people of 
this country want, then they have 
agitated themselves to no purpose, and 
have wasted their time and their 
nerve force and their brain force un- 
necessarily. If this is a satisfactory 
solution, no effort whatever upon any- 
bedy’s part will be necessary to se- 
cure that. 

“Let the supporters of a real mili- 
tary system agree that whatever forces 
the nation is to rely upon shall be 
raised, maintained and controlled by 
the Federal government, and these 
subsidiary questions will de worked 
out in due time and be properly set- 


ed. 

“This whole question is the people's 
question. It is not personal, partisan 
or political. 

“If the people want it, and will 
keep after it, as. they always do after 
anything that they really want, they 
will get it. If, however, they satisfy 
themselves with once having reached 
the point of demanding it, and then 
turning eside to other matters and 
permitting themselves to be diverted 
from the main issue, then they will 
not only not get what they demand- 
ed, but will find that their opponents 
have fastened upon them, a military 
system absolutely ineffective and dan- 
gerous, which will make it difficult, if 
not impossible, to get the necessary 
thing at a later period +

Two barns 
went down the wash in the early 
morning. The house belonging to 
Rev. John Cook, in Charter Oak, oc- 
cupled by Glenn Morgan and family, 
Was undermined at noon. Two hun- 
dred men fought to save the house 
from toppling into the stream. 

The fear of a repetition of the dam- 
age done in Irwindale two years ago 
has caused the ranchers to be very 
outspoken in condemnation of the 
bridge construction in that district. 
Fifty acres of valuable citrus orchard 
is half-buried in silt at the point over 
the Covina boulevard where thé 
culvert proved inadequate. This is 
the bridge which Irwindale ranchers 
petitioned the Supervisors to have en. 
larged. Many new bridges and 
culverts constructed in this end of 
the county have proved inadequate.

716,068 the small contractors I wish to call 
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your attention to the proposed ordi- 
nance that the large contractors are 
trying to have the City Council pass. 

This ordinance is to have all con- 
tractors pay a license of $100 and 
give a bond of $6000, that they will 
comply. with the city building ordi- 
nances. 

Do you realize what this means to 
the small contractor? It means that a 
large number of these small con- 
tractors, that have been doing busi- 
ness for a great many years, that are 
too old to do days’ labor, will be 
forced out of business, because they 
cannot afford to y a license of $100 
and a bond of $5000. Then it is forc- 


‘jing the young man from starting in 


business for himself, as he cannot 


afford to pay this license and bond. 
These contractors will not 
give the old man work because he 


cannot work as fast as he used to be 
able to, so now he will have to quit 
business, and you know what that will 
mean to him, as he only gets a con- 
tract once in awhile. It will keep the 
young man back from going ahead 
and advancing himself. so he will 
have to stay at days’ labor, while the 
large contractor reaps the harvest.

Norton’s “Economy” Blamed 
for Serious Conditions.

With prisoners suffering actual 
hardship, according to their keepers, 
because of the refusal of Supervisor 
Norton to pass a warrant for the 
purchase of shoes, the question as to 
who should pay for the footwear 
came up yesterday and was referred 
by the Board of Supervisors to the 
County Counsel. 

Supervisor Norton insists that the | 


shoes d clothes of the prisoners 
should taken from the daily al- 
lowance made for them, in some cases 
$1, where a prisoner is supporting only 
a wife and $1.50 where he has also 
children to take care of. This is an 
unheard of proceeding, the officials 
say, but Supervisor Norton insists 
that it should be done to save the 
county money. 

Jailer Gallagher, who has made the 
request for shoes on several previous 
occasions, yesterday called attention 
of the board to numerous urgent 
calls he has had from the captains 
of the different chain gangs. Capt. G. 
W. Shehi of the Topanga Canyon 
gang, declared that some of his men 
could not work at all, their shoes 
having been worn to a point beyond 
all repair. 

IN CAMPS AND 


This same condition exists in other 
camps and in the jail. According to 
the present interpretation of the ordi- 
mance governing the payment of cer- 
tan sums to indigent families of 
prisoners, all money earned by the 
prisoner must go to the family. Su- 
pervisor Norton holds a different 
view, insisting that some of it should 
be diverted for the prisoners own 
necessities. 

A considerable number of the pris- 
oners those without families, do not 
earn any money of this character. 
They have nothing at all coming for 
their work,. so that it is impossible 
for them to do any buying. The pres- 
ent law states that the jailer must 
provide them with food and clothing.

Showing that Los Angeles 
County Jail had cared for 3585 pris- 
oners during that period against 3091 
handled by the San Francisco County 
Jail. This county pald out only 
$2219.28 for clothing, including shoes, 
against $4006.69 spent by San Fran- 
cisco in the handling of almost 500

the Los Angeles prisoners cost $22,- 
226.80, against $36,439.34 for the San 
Francisco prisoners. The total ex- 
pense for the caring of the prisoners 
in the northern city is almost double 
what it is costing the local authori- 
ties.

“Carmen,” as presented last night 
by the La Scala Opera Company at 
its opening performance before an au- 
dience whose proportions felt to some 
extent the inclemency of the weather, 
was chiefly Alice Gentle.

Miss Gentle came like a breath of 
life into the first act, w by virtue 
of the inadequacy of the chorus at the 
start, and the weakness of certain of 
the principals, promised none too 
shiningly for the remainder of the 
performance. From the first flaunting 
of her capricious temper before Don 
Jose, infused a steadily-growing 
degree of light and life into the whole 
performance, so that by the opening 
of the second act it was pleasing not 
only the audience, but considering the 
comparative unpretentiousness of the 
presentation, reflected no small degree 
of might on its progenitors. 

Gentee’s Carmen is not too refined, 
and does not encroach any too far 
on the province of the vulgar. She 
gives the character enough gentility 
to make Carmen’s irony and touches 
of cynicism logical, but brutal enough 
to be vividly gay, amorous and force- 
fully defiant by turns. Her Carmen 
is electrified by each new love. and 
coquettes unceasingly with men, life 
and eveh death itself, which. when she 
encounters a premonition of it in the 
fortune-telling episode in the third 
act, she regards with astonishment 


rather than with fear. Her death 
scene, too, was compelling and 


Altogether she ranks as one of the 
foremost interpreters of the role who 
have been seen here, and her vocal re- 
sources leave but Tittle or nothing to 
be desired. It was a genuine treat 
to hear “Carmen” truly sung while 
it was being acted. 

DIVIDE HONORS. 


For the rest, the honors of the per- 
| formance were divided principally 
among Guerreri at the conductor’s 
| desk, and some of the principals such 
as Lina Reggiani, in the role of 
Micaela, whose voice, while light. Is 
possessed of exceedingly great sweet- 
ness—#he also being well adapted to 
the part personally—Olinto Lombardi 
as Zuniga, and in certain later scenes 
to Marino Aineto as Escamillo.

The feminine contingent 
appeared to better advantage from a 
vocal standpoint, and furthermore 
put a great deal of spirit into their 
acting. The first act showed the most 
distinct lack on the part of these 

members of the company, partly, I 
believe, owing.to the fact that the 
getting left too much room in the 
center of the stage, giving a rather 
cold and forbi@fiing atmosphere to 
tlie opening of the act.

not reached? The strain of the 
“Toreador Song’ has become almost 
a household word: the fame of the 
“Habanera” has spread far and wide, 
and others of the sweet capricious 
melodies are steadilv hewing a new 
niche in the halls of memory, 

Yet for all its popularity Carmen“ 
has never entered the realms of the 
banal, in the sense that “Lucia,” “Il 
Trovatore” and certain others have. 
It has remained aloof, and the rea- 
son is an inherent one. Were “Car- 
men” deprived of its 
song, and its 
melod merely being 
leit-motiv, so to speak, it would still 
be a work of power and beauty.
